The above letter expresses a sentiment upon an 
important item ; important to the church and to 
us. We have felt a delicacy in expressing our 
self folly, fearing that personal interest might be 
attributed to our motive, but we feel that this let- 
tor affords us an occasion that must be improved. 

We heartily thank our brother for the contri- 
bution of five dollars to the purpose of sustaining 
the enlarged paper. The money is very accept- 
able as it is much needed ; but the kindly motive 
is still more highly appreciated. We have always 
felt that if we could get our people to know and 
believe the true state of affairs they would not al- 
low us to toil as we do for nothing. If theyjkuev.* 
that we do not even get our daily bread and cloth- 
ing for our work out of our business they would 
make some provision to raise our income. If 
they could realize that we are puttiug in all our 
time, sacrificing comfort and health, time and tal- 
ent, for the support and prosperity ot a common 
cause, in which each and every one of them is, or 
ought to be, as much interested as we are, and 
derives as much benefit from as we do, all would 
willingly assist in bearing the burden. But the 
fact is, our people look upon it simply as a com- 
mon business enterprise, which can be made more 
or less profitable according as it is managed. 
They seem to think that if we fail to make a live- 
lihood at publishing a paper we can resort to some 
other profession or calling. A speaker expressed 
himself to that effect at the Bismarck conference 
last June, in regard to their publications. We 
believe, however, that there are few of that class 
among us. Our people recognize the fact that 
our literature, and college work, and the minis- 
try are a common work, and should be sustained 
by a common fund, 'but tbey do not fully appreci- 
ate their individual responsibility toward these 
several departments. If there were nothing in it 
except business, we should change very quickly, 
although 'we love the profession and the business. 
But there is too much work connected with it, and 
too little wages coming out of it, for a man of 
our age and circumstances to pursue it any longer 
merely tor the preference in occupations. Be- 
sides there are other enterprises in the same pro- 
fession which can he made to pay. However, we 
did not wish to be led out in this strain. We do 
not mean to threaten our readers with a resigna- 
tion or suspension. The work must go on, and 
will go on to tbe close ol the year if our life is 
spared. We have so determined „and we have 
means and credit enough to accomplish it. Lon- 
ger than to the close of this year we will not make 
any promise. 

"A Brother" has exactly the right view of mat- 
ters. Each member of the church should bear 
his and her proportionate share according as the 
Lord has prospered'tbem, to the support of our 
paper. If two dollars a year from each will sup- 
port it, well and good ; but if it requires five dol- 
lars a year, or ton, it should be given with the 
same cheerfulness. We aim to make it just as 
low as possible. We would much prefer to sus- 
tain the paper at two dollars a year than at five. 
With three to four thousand subscribers at two 
dollars we could do it nicely. But it must be re- 
membered that we are only|iu our infancy as an 
organization, and that our number is not great ; 
and that we are supplying the church with a first- 
class weekly paper right from the beginning, and 
asking only a reasonable price tor it. In five years 
hereafter.Jwe have no doubt, the paper will pay a 
handsome profit to the church at the present price, 
with the paper enlarged and much improved. 
Now is the time when the cause needs the help of 
every faithful friend. In infancy tbe child needs 
the guiding and supporting baud of the parent. 
When it is grown up it can walk ot itself. 

And now, those who can appreciate these 
thoughts, andjhave a willing mind and a be) ping 
hand, will understand tbat the opportunity exists 
and all favors will be highly appreciated. We 
had hoped that it might be done by pledges of 
five subscribers, but it does not appear so now. 
Perhaps in soma other way the friends will se- 
cure us. We can submit to anything but failure. 
We have been so thoroughly humbled that wo 
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Begging tor self aggrandizement would be de- 
grading, but bagging for tbs eanstt of Christie 
honorable. At least from our point of view it 
appears so. Come right down to the foot ot the 
cross, brethren and sisters, and look up through 
the divine telescope and sea for yourselves wheth- 
er it does not "look that way."

A man is plowing in as adjoining 
field, with three spans ol strong horses. Ton call 
upon him for help, but he is too busy. Has not 
time.

wbat did he say when you asked him T "You 
might have kept oat of that mud bole." It ie get- 
ting late and you are very anxious. There comes 
another brother with two fine horses and carriage. 
What excuse had he T "0, he was going to 
church, and had his good clothes on himself and 
new harness on bis team, and so he excused him- 
self. How would you r heart sink under such an 
experience. What would be your opinion of and 
feeling toward your brethren and neighbors T 
Would you not begin to wonder whether they 
realty loved you 7 " Whoso hath the world's goods 
and beholdeth bis brother in need, and ehutteth 
up his com passion from him, how doth the love of 
Ood abide in him ? My little children, let us not 
love in word, neither with tbe tongue ; but in 
deed and in truth." 1 John 8 : 17. 

But to our illustration. There comes a real 
brother, a neighbor. You notice a sympathetic 
smile on his face as he' approaches and sees your 
trouble. He takes in the situation at a glance. 
He hooks his team to yours and pulls you oat 
upon solid ground, and you go on your way re- 
joicing ; thanking God, blessing your neighbor, 
and feeling even less resentful toward the heart- 
less persons who hsd refused to help you.

Those from the west and 
north will stop off at Independence, where con- 
veyance will await them free of charge. It would 
be well for all who, expect to go to inform broth- 
er Isaac Hess, who Uvea in Independence, of 
their intentions several days previous, so that he 
may arrange for conveyance. The name of the 
pqstofflce at Independence ie Butler, and it is in 
Richland county, Ohio. 

Those coming from the south and • east should 
stop off at Ankneytown. By addressing brother 
Christian 8 wank, Bhaler'e Mills, Knox county, 
Ohio, conveyance can be procured free. Bhaler'e 
Mills is the name of the postoffice for Ankney 
town.

In the history of the church, we notice every 
new dispensation was ushered in by miracles. 
This seems to have been necessary to show that it 
was » divine revelation. The power to work mir- 
acles was the seal of the Lord's authority. The 
revelation of God through Jesus Christ was con- 
firmed by wonders and miracles beyond a doubt. 
It is not necessary for ministers of the present 
day to perform miracles and thus confirm those 
teachings ; because taith is the great essential to 
salvation. We have the inspired record of the 
miraculous manner in which Jesus Christ was de- 
clared to be the Son of God, with power. Ths 
evidences of Christianity are so overwhelming 
that miracles in tbe present day would not give 
it any greater strength. The Lord desires to have 
our faith fully developed and there ie no better 
plan for bringing it oat than the one he has given 
us. If miracles were performed by every minis- 
ter in these days, they would become so common, 
that they would lose their weight The Lord 
answers your question well in the parable of Laz- 
arus and tbe rich man. The rich man was anx- 
ious that a epecial and miraculous message be 
sent to his live brothers, to warn them of the 
wrath to come. They had Moses and the proph- 
ets, &nd if they would not believe them, neither 
would they believe if one rose from the dead. 
We have all the evidence necessary, and if they 
will not believe Christ and the apostles, neither 
will they belived if miracles were performed. In- 
fidelity has not changed, and since the days of 
Christ, it will not believe even it the Lord him- 
self would come. 

2. No ; we are not dnty bound to accept any- 
thiugju. a revelation trom God, that has not been 
confirmed to us by some manifestation of divine 
power. Every revelation made to man haa been 
so confirmed. Tbe teachers of to-day and ever 
since tbe days of Christ and the apostles, do not 
make any new revelation, but merely announce 
and proclaim the old one. We do not believe 
that the day of miracles is past. The Lord's arm 
is not shortened. We believe that he performs 
many miracles even in this day in answer to the 
prayer of faith. The Lord ever has and still does 
miraculously protect hie truth. But one thing ie 
certain : he will not work miracles merely to grat- 
ify an unreasonable and infidel curiosity. 

Where Is there any scriptural authority for baptismal 
pools in church houses t Enqcibkb. 

This query can be placed in the same list as 
those that demand the scriptural authority for 
prayer meetings, Sabbath schools, etc. It is very 
conservative in its nature. With equal propriety 
the scriptural authority for stoves might be de- 
manded, yea, or even meeting houses. Common 
sense must answer these questions. The reason 
we do not read of meeting houses is because the 
apostles, like all pioneers, had to preach where 
they could. The inference is, that after; congre- 
gations were organized, that if circumstances per- 
mitted it, they had houses especially dedicated to 
the worship of God. As for stoves, the great 
difference between the temperature of "Palestine 
and Ohio ought to account for that. 

In matters of religion, we must not forget the 
great principle that under) let the whole fabric. 
Baptism is a divine command and muat be obeyed. 
But it ia no more of a command than for us to wor- 
ship. We build meeting houses so that we can 
the more conveniently worship God. And in the 
meeting houses we have stoves, for the same rea- 
son, so that we can worship in the cold season. 
Now, we may ask, why can we not, for the same 
reason, have pools in our meeting houses T The 
command is tbat we muat be baptized. It does 
not tell us it must be the river Jordan or the Ohio 
river. The place is not designated. As far as 
pools are concerned, we have this much author- 
ity in Scripture for them, that if the three thous- 
and on Pentecost, were baptized in Jerusalem,! hoy 
were baptized in pools. Now what is the dif- 
ference if we have the pool inside the church for 
convenience sake. That is the very reason why 
we do not preach out in the open air, in the rain 
or anow or in the aun. We would like to know 
what we would do out in Dakota in mid-winter, 
when the ice ia too thick to cot, or even that mar 
be forty mites away. It seems to ua that as we 
try to have everything in our meeting houses, so 
that we can the better and mora conveniently 
worship Ood, we ought also, as Baptists, to be 
prepared, aa conveniently to_ be obey the com- 
mand of baptism. 

We do not want to be misunderstood u saying 
that pools are an actual necessity. They are not 
any mora so than stoves or meeting houses. God 
can be worshipped anywhere, even in tbe open air 
in the winter season, if our bodies can stand the 
exposure. So in baptism, the rite can be ob- 
served anywhere, where there ia sufficient water.
